Me.  Chaieman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual 
Eeport  on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Eural  District 
of  Bromsgrove  for  the  year  1955  and  the  work  carried  out  by  your 
Health  Department. 

The  estimated  population  was  increased  by  over  700  in- 
dividuals, suggestiug  an  increase  by  immigration  of  approxi- 
mately 600.  There  was  a sUgh  t decrease  in  both  the  birth  and 
death  rates. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  increased  by  five  times— maiuly 
due  to  the  biennial  increase  in  measles.  Five  cases  of  acute 
anterior  pohomyehtis  were  recorded — there  were  no  deaths  from 
this  disease. 

Housing  continued  to  be  a pressing  problem  with  applica- 
tions for  Council  houses  coming  forward  iu  similar  numbers  to 
previous  years. 

I wish  again  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  consideration  during  the  year  and  Mr.  Dudley,  Senior  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation.  I am  greatly  indebted 
to  Mr.  Chamings  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
continued  enthusiastic  work.

Eegular  Medical 
Inspections  of  school  children  were  carried  out  and  special 
clinics,  e.g.,  minor  ailment,  orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental, 
child  guidance,  etc.,  were  available  for  the  reference  of  children 
where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was  required. 
An  Open-air  School  was  available  at  Malvern  to  which  chUdren 
who  were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change  of  air 
and  environment  could  be  sent.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Saniiary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  in  his  report,  gives  details 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year. 

2.  Water  Supply. 

Over  four-fifths  of  the  houses  in  the  District  were  supplied 
with  main  piped  water  supplies  which  were  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  There  were  still,  however,  many 
dwellings  and  farm  premises  with  only  well  water  supplies. 
These  latter  supplies  were,  to  a large  extent,  unsatisfactory. 

Routine  samphng  of  well  water  supplies  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis  was  continued  during  the  year. 

Sampling  at  source  of  main  supplies  was  done  by  the  water 
undertakings,  but  consumer  samples  were  taken  from  time  to 
time  in  the  District.  Specimens  of  the  results  of  this  sampling 
are  given  on  page

A collection  was  carried  out,  so  far  as  practicable,  once  a 
fortnight,  and  disposed  by  tipping  at  the  following  three  sites  : — 
Alvechurch,  Belbroughton,  and  Wythall.  Seven  refuse  vehicles 
were  in  use  during  the  year,  including  four  on  hire  to  the 
Coimcil  by  Contractor.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
BROMSGROVE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  Report  for  the  y('ar  under  review, 
I feel  that  I must  again  pin-point  the  fact  that,  in  spite  of 
considerable  pressure  on  the  jiart  of  the  Council,  the  sewering 
of  certain  built-up  areas  in  the  District  still  stands  in  abeyance, 
and  again  it  is  necessary  to  underline  the  Hopwood  Scheme, 
where  from  time  to  time  drainage  flows  on  to  the  highway 
from  overflowing  cesspools. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  regard  to  the 
reconditioning  of  houses  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  Sixty- 
nine  applications  for  grants  were  approved.  This  brings  the 
total  of  approved  cases  to  110,  m respect  of  which  grants  were 
approved  to  the  value  of  over  £22,000  ; 67  schemes  were 
completed  and  certified  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  a high  quality  has  been  main- 
tained in  the  meat  at  5 slaughterhouses  where  slaughtering  has 
taken  place  during  the  year. 

From  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  it  has  been  a year  of 
steady  progress  in  many  directions  and  I am  indebted  to  aU 
concerned  for  their  help  in  bringing  this  about.

General — Housing. 

Four  sub-standard  cottages  were  demolished  as  a result  of 
informal  action,  thus  obviating  llic  necessity  of  issuing  Demoli- 
tion Orders. 

The  3 Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  houses  which 
it  was  not  possible  to  demolish  until  adjoining  jiroperty  is 
dealt  with. 

Of  the  11  premises  subject  to  undertakings,  in  8 cases  they 
Avere  not  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  one  was  converted  into  one 
house  with  the  adjoining  cottage,  and  in  two  cases  the  property 
is  not  to  be  iised  for  habitation. 

Four  houses  listed  for  consideration  for  demolition  were 
thoroughly  repaired,  reconstructed  and  rendered  fit. 

Sixty-five  houses  were  repaired,  but  only  in  one  case  was 
it  necessary  to  issue  a Statutory  Notice  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  as  I believe  that  better  results  are  invariably  obtained 
by  the  informal  approach. 

The  Coimcil  has  pursued  an  active  policy  under  the  Grant 
sections  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and,  as  a result,  96  applications 
were  received  for  grant,  of  Avhich  60  were  approved  and  27  cases 
were  still  iinder  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Six  of 
the  applications  approved  were  subsequently  withdrawn  by 
the  applicants. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  were  11  sites  licensed  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
and  37  individual  licences  in  force  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  in  permanent 
occupation  throughout  the  District  was  555,  mainly  modern 
trailer  caravans.  These  figures  included  those  on  unauthorised 
sites  Avhich  developed  mainly  in  Wythall  parish  and  concerning 
which  action  was  taken  under  Planning  legislation. 

The  demand  for  this  type  of  accommodation  arose  mainly 
from  persons  not  previously  resident  in  the  District. 

The  Camping  Club  of  Gt.  Britain  continued  to  maintain 
their  holiday  site  at  Romsley  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk. 

As  tho  District  was  m,  a “ Specified  area,”  all  milk  sold 
to  tlie  public  bad  to  be  under  one  of  the  authorised  Special 
Desio-nations,  and  consequently  no  samples  of  non-designated 
milk  were  taken. 

The  26  samples  of  designated  milk  submitted  for  examination 
complied  with  the  required  standard.  It  will  be  appreciated 
that  a large  percentage  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  District  was 
bottled  in  other  Authorities’  areas  where  it  was  regularly 
sampled,  and,  therefore,  only  a limited  number  were  taken  by 
my  Department.

Routine  visits  were  made  to  food  shops,  cafes  and  pubhc- 
houses  for  the  inspection  of  premises  and  examination  of 
foodstuffs  and,  in  the  main,  conditions  were  reasonably 
satisfactory.

Thirty  Licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  issued  under  the 
above  Act  during  the  year. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

Fifty-eight  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  and 
31  were  drained  to  cesspool,  making  a total  of  89  for  the  year. 
Repairs  were  carried  out  to  drainage  systems  at  a further 
16  properties.  By  the  end  of  the  year  148  premises  in 
Belbroughton  had  been  connected  to  the  new  sewer. 

The  question  of  providing  sewers  to  various  parts  of  the 
District  and  improviug  disposal  works  where  necessary  was 
considered  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  but  it  was  not 
possible  to  commence  any  of  these  schemes. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Five  samples  of  mains  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriologi- 
cal and  chemical  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Forty-seven  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  and  springs 
were  submitted  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tion only. 

Of  these,  thirty-three  were  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory 
and  seventeen  chemically  unsatisfactory  ; thirty  were  chemically 
satisfactory  and  twenty  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

Sixty-one  existing  premises  were  connected  to  the  water 
main  in  the  course  of  1955. 

A total  of  14,743  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  by  the 
various  Water  Undertakings  within  the  District  during  the  year. 

These  extensions  consisted  principally  of  the  schemes  for 
Lower  Bentley,  Snuff  HiU  and  Croppings  Green,  Belbroughton 
(in  E.D.C.  area  of  supply),  Kidderminster  Road,  Dodford,  and 
development  in  various  parts  of  the  District. 

There  was  still  the  need  to  improve  supplies  to  Broome 
Hill  and  Bell  Heath  area  of  Belbroughton  and  to  provide  main 
water  to  the  considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
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in  urgent  need  of  a piped  water  supply,  particularly  in  the 
Packhorse  Lane  and  Dark  Lane  area,  Wythall,  Portway,  and 
Gorcott  Hill  area,  Beoley,  Eunihow  area,  Clent ; Vine  Lane  and 
Walton  Pool,  Clent ; Madeley  Heath,  Belbrougliton. 


DISINFESTATION. 

Two  premises  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  disinfestation. 

All  the  Council  refuse  tips  were  periodically  treated  for  flies 
and  crickets  Avhere  necessary. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

A full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed.  A total  of 
198  infestations  of  Private  houses  and  158  at  business  premises 
were  successfully  treated. 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  to  provide  a free 
service  for  the  destruction  of  rats  at  private  dwellings,  but  in 
the  cases  of  business  premises  a charge  was  made  as  previously. 

The  service  was  fully  used  and  in  addition  a considerable 
number  of  visits  were  made  for  survey  purposes  by  the 
Operative. 

Twenty-nine  contracts  were  made  for  the  treatment  of 
business  premises  and  the  income  from  this  source  amounted  to 
£181. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works 
were  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  necessary  treatments 
carried  out  by  the  Operative. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  in  August  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  A slight 
infestation  was  discovered  in  one  area,  and  this  was  treated. 

Due  to  the  co-operation  of  the  public,  possibly  because  of 
the  free  service,  infestations  were  generally  notified  in  their 
early  stages  and  were  thus  only  of  a minor  nature,  but  it  seems 
essential  to  contiDue  the  service  to  prevent  any  large-scale 
build-up.
